CONSUMER SPENDING STEADY 


In the early part of February, retail 
sales continued to be above the levels 
of a-year ago. Consumer response to 
special promotions boosted the level of 
total spending to about 3 per cent over 
a year ago. 

Total retail sales in January were 
above a year ago and rose slightly above 
the January peak set in 1951. Accord- 
ing to the Department of Commerce, 
retail sales, seasonally adjusted, were 
estimated at $14.1 billion. This was to 
per cent above a year ago and 1 per cent 
below December 1952. 

Consumer spending in January ac- 
cording to the seasonally adjusted pre- 
liminary Dun’s Review Regional 
Trade Barometer, rose 4 per cent above 
a year ago and stood at 351.5 per cent
